  25    (1) INSURERS AND NONPROFIT HEALTH SERVICE PLANS THAT PROVIDE

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   1  EXPENSE-INCURRED BASIS UNDER HEALTH INSURANCE POLICIES OR CONTRACTS 
   2  THAT ARE ISSUED OR DELIVERED IN THE STATE; AND 
 
   3    (2) HEALTH MAINTENANCE ORGANIZATIONS THAT PROVIDE HOSPITAL,

   6   (B) (1) SUBJECT TO PARAGRAPH (2) OF THIS SUBSECTION, AN ENTITY 
   7  SUBJECT TO THIS SECTION SHALL PROVIDE COVERAGE FOR ONE HAIR PROSTHESIS 
   8  FOR AN INSURED OR ENROLLEE WHOSE HAIR LOSS RESULTS FROM ALOPECIA.

  12  PRESCRIBED BY THE ATTENDING PHYSICIAN OF THE INSURED OR ENROLLEE BEING

  19  policies, contracts, and health benefit plans issued, delivered, or renewed in the State
